2. Many Manchurian-born Koreans serve in these armies as interpreters and liaison 
officers. Long truck canvoys loaded with ammunition and food accompanied the 


armies. 


3. North Korean and Chinese Communist artillery units have stockpiled 6,000 
rounds of ammunition per piece near battery positions. Front supply depots 
have on hand enough rations for a 3-month period.
